To  some  extent  this  is  true.  Very  many  of  the  I 
various  moral  schemes  for  human  melioration  are 
founded  oti  the  true  principle  of  reform,  vi/.,  love 
to  the  objects  of  their  elVorts.  It  is  cheering  more- ; 
over  to  observe,  that  nearly  all  of  the  individual  and 
social  ellbrts  made  to  overcome  evil,  are  based  on 
this  principle  : — That  there  is  a  constant  tendency  I 
toward  the  true  principles  of  reform  as  contain¬ 
ed  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  most  superfi¬ 
cial  observer  can  not  hut  have  seen.  In  the  Tern-  i 
perance  movement,  niore  especially  wo  see  the  il¬ 
lustration  of  the  Gospel  principles — and  although! 
the  elllirts  of  Wasbingtonianism  are  mainly  direct- 1 
ed  against  one  great  evil,  suHicient  evidence  is  af- ; 
forded  in  the  success  with  which  they  have  been 
every  where  crowned,  to  justify  us  in  concluding  j 
that  they  are  the  only  true  philosophical  as  well  as; 
true  Christian  ))rinci|)les  of  reform.  The  Gosfiel . 
says,  ‘  Rejient  (or  reliirm)  for  the  kingdom  of  hea-  ' 
ven  is  at  hand’ — i.  e..  The  kingdom  of  righteous- ' 
ness,  peace  and  joy  is  at  hand.  The  great  voice : 
of  Washingtonianisir.  says — Ittform,  for  the  habits  I 
of  letnpcrance  will  bring  you  innumerable  bless- ' 
ings.  It  does  not  say,  refunn  because  you  are  ex-  j 
posed  toan  awfulcalamity, — It  does  not  overv\  helm 
the  soul  and  depress  the  spirits  by  depicting  the! 
awfully  rewo/c  conseijuences  of  transgression.  No! ! 
It  holds  out  the  olive  branch  of  peace  and  content- ! 
ment: — s|)caks  of  love  and  mercy,  and  unseals  the 
pent  up  fountains  of  viitue  within.  Is  it  not  clear' 
then  that  the  monstrous  evil  of  intemperance  is' 
overcome  by  the  principle  of  love  to  the  guilty  ?  ^ 
And  that  the  superiority  of  the  present  temperance  { 
movement  over  the  old,  consists  mainly  in  the  ria-  ' 
tiTralnessof  the  motives,  enforced  and  brought  home  ; 
by  kindness  instead  of  fear.

In  view  of  the  fact,  that  evil  is  to  be  overcome  j 
by  the  powerof  gcMuiness,  or  love,  and  by  this  alone,  j 
let  us  glance  at  several  of  the  most  prominent  ways :
